lokio, Nov. 26.—It i.s reported that 
tne Japanese saps directed against 
Rihlung mountain, Sungshu mountain 
and East Keek wan 
mountain have 
reached 
the 
base 
of 
the 
center 
ditches. 
The defensive works outside 
the parapets of Rihlung mountain and 
Sungshu mountain have been captur­ 
ed, leaving the Russians In posses­ 
sion of the parapets only. 
The Jap­ 
anese guns are shelling the parapets 
and inflicting heavy damage. 
The oc­ 
cupation of the forts 
is 
expected 
shortly. 
If the forts are taken the 
capture of Port Arthur proper seems 
assured within a short time. 
The Manchurian headquarters tele­ 
graphs: 
"From 
1 o’clock at night 
(Nov. 23) the enemy’s infantry made 
a series of attacks against our out­ 
posts at Lanniting hut retreated north­ 
ward before our fire. 
Simultaneously 
the enemy’s artillery bombarded the 
neighborhood of the Shakho railroad 
bridge with no damage to us.” 
London, Nov. 26.—Japan In a friend 
ly spirit has drawn the attention of 
Great Britain to the supply of coal 
furnished by British vessels to the 
Russian fleet. 
The steam er Fitzwilllam, with a 
cargo of oil, has been given up for 
lost. 
She left Liverpool on Oct. 29 
for Gothenburg and no vestige of her 
has been »een since. 
There is a 
theory that the FItzwilliam was sunk 
in the North sea by a Russian shell 
about Nov. 2, when, according to ru­ 
mors, a vessel was thus sunk. 
St. Petersburg, Nov. 26.—There is 
an entire lack of news from the front 
today. 
The report that the Japanese 
are concentrating their energies for 
a desperate assault on Port Arthur in 
view of the approach of the Baltic 
squadron is quite generally credited 
in official quarters. 
Such a move has 
been expected to transpire as soon as 
the Japanese learn that the squad­ 
ron's trip was an actuality and no 
mere demonstration. 
The authorities 
ar« prepared to hear terrible reports 
of the projected assault. 
While not 
hazarding a guess whether the fort­ 
ress can be carried if the besiegers 
are utterly regardless of human life, 
they are confident that General Stoes- 
sel will be able to make such an at­ 
tack one of the costliest in history. 
A dispatch from Mukden states that 
the Hun and Taitse rivers have been 
frozen over. 
The low stage of w’ater 
in the Liao river, the dispatch adds, 
impedes the transport of Japanese 
stores from Yinkow and the forward­ 
ing of ammunition is delayed by the 
scarcity of w’agons. 
The removal of 
the wounded from Liaoyang to Dalny 
is being executed with difficulty for 
the same reason.
